RUTLAND TOWN SCHOOL DISTRICT 
REPORT OF THE SCHOOL DIRECTORS 
AND SUPERINTENDENT 

Shortly after the close of the schools last Spring vour Direc- 
tors and Superintendent of Schools made their annual inspection 
of all of the school buildings, and agreed to the amount of work 
necessary to be done during the summer in order to bring the 
buildings into the best possible condition for the next School year. 
There follows a list of the work done at each school. 

Haiti School 

This property was found in good condition, requiring, how- 
ever, the usual cleaning of the building, reconditioning of the 
floors, some interior painting and other maintenance items. 

During the summer we were successful in drilling for water 
on school property and installing a new drainage system. We 
now have an adequate supply of healthful water and proper 
drainage of its use. 
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Cheney Hill School 

This building was found in good condition but needing the 
annual cleaning, reconditioning of floors, some painting and other 
minor repairs. 

Center Rutland School 

This building was found to be in good condition but requiring 
thorough cleaning, reconditioning of floors, some painting of 
the inside and painting of the fence posts and supports as well as 
grading of the school yard. 

Dyer School 

At the* time of inspection, this building was in good condition, 
needing only the usual minor repairs, thorough cleaning of all 
walls and reconditioning of floors. 

Whereas all of the foregoing work was completed and tin* 
school was in operation, it was necessary to spend a considerable 
amount of money to recondition the building after the vandalism 
which took place on October 30th. It is well to record in t his 
report a brief accounting of the vandalism aforementioned. 

Upon opening the school on Monday, October 31st. it was 
found that the school has been entered through a rear window, and 
the contents of the building and its equipment had been greatly 
damaged as follows: 

Equipment was damaged; some beyond repair. 

Books and records were torn and scattered upon the 

floor. 

Bottles of ink broken and thrown around on furniture 
and floor. 

Clothing which had been brought in for the “Poor 
Children in the East” was torn, scattered and ink stained. 

The sink was deliberately plugged and faucets turned on 
full force which caused water to flood the main floor and 
eventually drain into the basement and into the well. 

The pump was damaged and the water in the well so 
contaminated that it had to be drained. 


Whereas much publicity lias been given to this vandalism in 
the papers, it is well to insert in this report a picture showing 
the condition of the building as of the morning of October 31, 
1955. 



Principal Samuel Cotrupi, Assistant Mrs. Fred Dynan and 
school officials took prompt action to rehabilitate the school 
rooms and the water system as quickly as possible. The State 
Police were notified, and they immediately started the search 
for the culprit. Townspeople and tradespeople cooperated fully, 
and we are indebted to all who helped in cleaning up the mess. 

The State Police arrested a youth over 16 years of age, and 
although he practically confessed to committing the crime, he was 
not tried for it due to his being involved in another violation of 
the law, of which he was found guilty, and was committed to 
Weeks School in Vergennes for the remainder of his minority. 

The expense involved in reconditioning the damaged quarters 
and the replacing of broken equipment is an item which could 
not be anticipated and included in the budget for the school 
year. 

A tabulation of future enrollments, estimated from including 
pre-school children in the annual census, is given below. An effort 
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its being made to use these figures to determine when additional 
classroom space may be required as well as to plan the allocation 
of children to their particular classrooms in any of the four school 
buildings.

Information of a statistical nature will be found in accom- 
panying tables having to do with finances, school enrollments, 
unit costs, lists of eighth grade graduates and teachers. 

The one change in personnel was at the Dyer School. Mrs. 
Alice Dvnan of Proctor substituted for Mrs. Tina Murray during 
the first semester of the present school year. 

School activities, other than classroom routine, have been 
varied and in detail much the same as heretofore. 

Cooperative work between each school’s Parent-Teacher 
unit and the classrooms has resulted in closer understanding 
between home and school; continuation of clinic and lunch ser- 
vices; other valuable contributions through special events and 
meetings. 

Both former and present pupils within the Town’s respective 
schools have been winning credit to themselves and their com- 
munities by awards received, particularly in 4-PI work. 

Grade allocations at the four schools for 1955-1956 are thus:

New pupils’ desks were supplied at Cheney Hill and Haiti 
this year. Dyer School was equipped with them during the past 
two years. This now leads the way to complete the program 
for all schools by securing new ones for the Center Rutland 
School within a reasonable time. 

It is planned to have all grades equipped with new arithmetic 
text books by next September. Current publications offer chal- 
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longing ideas about classroom teaching and learning. The teach- 
ers hold several meetings each year to deal with such topics as 
suggested by the book “Why Johnny Can’t Read” that has had 
wide circulation. We commend our teachers for their efforts to 
retain high standards in the progress of their pupils. 

The cost of maintenance of our buildings, of heat and light, 
and of employing competent teachers for our elementary schools, 
the transportation of the pupils to same and providing for higher 
education continually increases from year to year. 

The expense of providing for our Town students for the 
ensuing year, starting July 1, 1956, will be even greater than for 
the present year. To cover all of the expense for the year your 
Board requests a tax of $2.60 on the Grand List, The budget for 
the ensuing year is set forth in another part of the report, and by 
comparing same with those of previous years you will ascertain 
where the increased costs in operating our schools are occurring. 

We express our appreciation to the teachers for the services 
which they have so generously and efficiently rendered and 
to the Parent and Teachers Associations, to the State Police and 
to all others who in any way contributed to the successful opera- 
tion of our schools.

This is our twentieth annual report to the citizens of the 
Town of Rutland on State payments in your municiaplity of 
various types of assistance and welfare during 1955. 

The total number of recipients in the State has remained 
reasonably stable for four years. The number aided in the 
Totally and Permanently Disabled program has continued to 
increase. Old Age Assistance and Blind Assistance caseloads 
have declined. The impact of the Social Security Insurance 
programs have not been fully realized in Vermont but will be a 
continuing factor in the reduction of case loads as an increasing 
number of our people attain a fully insured status. At the 
present time less than 50% of the aged population in Vermont, 
sixty-five years or over, are entitled to Social Security benefits. 
The towns and cities participated financially in two of the pro- 
grams as indicated below. Administrative expenses for the four 
types of Public Assistance have always been among the lowest 
in the nation.

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CEMETERY COMMITTEE REPORT 


Your Cemetery Committee has determined that there is a 
need for a cemetery in Rutland Town. 

Your committee has visited several cemetery meetings and 
their respective officers in surrounding towns. One fact stood out 
as a problem to nearly all these cemetery organizations. This was 
that all admitted short-sightedness in original acquisition of 
enough land of a suitable nature and location. 

Taking into consideration their valuable advice and experi- 
ence, we canvassed the entire town in an effort to find a suitable 
cemetery site of adequate size and location. From this search 
we found two sites which \Vould serve the purpose for our people 
for generations to come. 

Of these two sites, one could be obtained only through 
lengthy litigation, after which the high cost of development and 
the possibility of undesirable industry nearby precluded its 
desirability as a cemetery site. 

The remaining site, comprising slightly more than 30 acres 
is a portion of the lands owned by Raymond E. and Kathryn 
Hoi way lying easterly of Post Road Extension, so-called, and also 
abutting the northerly side of Park Lane. It encompasses an 
area that has been held for building lots for a considerable length 
of time. We feel that this parcel of land offers about every feature 
necessary for the establishment and maintenance of a, well- 
app oi n t ed c em e te ry . 

Some of the salient features are: 

Approach from two highways 

Adequate water supply that can be readily developed 

Well drained, sandy loam soil 

Secluded location 

Beautifully scattered white birches, pine and maples 

And an elevation, outlook and view in all directions. 

This land is available to the town for cemetery purposes for 
the price of $15,000.00. 

Your committee recommends that this site be purchased 
because suitable sites will not he available in the near future, and 
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I hat it is likely land prices will not decrease in the years ahead. 
It is further recommended that an additional $5,000.00 be made 
available for initial development. This committee has suggested 
to the Selectmen that a bond issue be floated so that the cost can 
be spread over a number of years.

12. Shall the Town vote its officers salaries? If so, how 
much? 

13. Shall l he voters vote to approve and take advantage 
of No. 255 of the Acts of 1955 Vermont General Assembly entitled 
an act to authorize municipalities to construct, lease, sell and 
finance buildings for industrial use? 
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14. Shall the voters approve to purchase a tract of land, 
30 acres more or less, to be used for a town cemetery, the purchase 
price not to exceed $15,000.00. This parcel of land owned by 
Raymond E. and Kathryn Holway and is situated on the 
easterly side of Post Road Extension so-called, and also abutting 
on the northerly side of road leading from the old Post School to 
Mendon, now known as Park Lane. 

15. Shall the Selectmen be authorized to issue Bonds in an 
amount not to exceed $15,000.00 to purchase the land described 
in Article 14. 

16. Shall the voters authorize the Selectmen to make im- 
provements in the present lighting and install additional lights on 
the East Proctor Road?

23. To transact any other necessary, legal and proper busi- 
ness, which may come before said meeting.
